THE    UNITED    STATES    OF    AMERICA— No.  III. 


Government,  etc. — The  government  of  the  United  States  is  a  federal 
democratic  Republic.  It  is  based  on  the  constitution  of  1787  and  amend- 
ments thereto.  The  electors  of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  several 
State  legislatures  are  qualified  electors  in  the  State  respectively  for  all 
elective  officers  of  the  general  government.  All  legislative  powers  are 
vested  in  a  Congress,  which  consists  of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Represent- 
atives. The  House  of  Representatives  is  composed  of  members  chosen 
every  second  year  by  the  people,  and  in  number  according  to  popula- 
tion ;  and  in  order  to  ascertain  the  number,  two-thirds  of  the  slaves  and 
all  Indians  not  taxed  are  excluded  from  the  representative  population. 
Each  State,  however,  is  entitled  to  at  least  one  representative.  No  person 
under  25  years  of  age,  who  has  been  less  than  seven  years  a  citizen,  and 
who  is  not  a  resident  of  the  State  from  which  elected,  is  qualified  for 
representative.  The  number  of  representatives,  under  the  apportionment 
of  1853,  is  234;  and  in  addition  to  these  the  House  admits  a  delegate 
from  each  organized  territory,  who  has  the  right  to  debate  on  subjects 
in  which  his  constituents  are  interested,  but  can  not  vote.  The  Senate 
consists  of  two  members  from  each  State,  elected  by  the  Legislature 
thereof  for  six  years,  and  one-third  of  the  body  is  renewed  biennially. 
Senators  must  be  at  least  30  years  of  age,  must  have  been  citizens  for 
nine  years,  and  be  resident  in  the  State  from  which  elected.  The  Vice- 
President  of  the  United  States  is  ex-qfficio  president  of  the  Senate — the 
House  chooses  its  own  speaker.  Besides  its  ordinary  legislative  capacity, 
the  Senate  is  vested  with  certain  judicial  functions,  and  its  members  con- 
stitute a  high  court  of  impeachment.  The  representatives  have  the  sole 
power  of  impeachment.  The  executive  power  is  vested  in  a  President, 
who,  as  also  the  Vice-President,  is  elected  for  four  years  by  an  electoral 
college,  chosen  by  popular  vote,  or  by  the  Legislatures  of  the  States  sev- 
erally, the  number  of  electors  being  equal  to  the  number  of  senators  and 
representatives  from  the  States  to  Congress.  A  majority  of  the  aggre- 
gate electoral  votes  is  necessary  to  elect.  The  President  and  Vice-Pres- 
ident must  be  native-born  citizens,  at  least  35  years  of  age,  and  have 
been  resident  for  14  years.  The  President  is  commander-in-chief  of  the 
army  and  navy,  and  of  the  militia  when  in  the  service  of  the  Union. 
Wi  th  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  the  Senate  he  has  power  to  ratify 
treaties,  appoint  civil  and  military  officers,  levy  war,  conclude  peace, 
etc.,  and  has  a  veto  in  all  congressional  action.  In  case  of  the  death, 
resignation,  or  disability  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  acts  in  his 
stead.  The  administrative  business  of  the  nation  is  conducted  by  several 
officers,  with  the  title  of  secretary,  etc.,  who  form  what  is  termed  the 
Cabinet.  These  are  the  secretaries  of  state,  war.  navy,  treasury,  and 
interior,  the  postmaster-general,  and  the  attorney-general.  Each  of  these 
presides  over  a  separate  department.  The  judicial  powers  of  the  gov- 
ernment are  exercised  by  a  supreme  court  and  such  inferior  courts  as 
the  Congress  may  from  time  to  time  establish.  The  present  judicial 
establishment  consists  of  a  supreme  court,  circuit  courts,  and  district 
courts.  The  supreme  court,  the  highest  judicial  tribunal,  is  composed 
of  a  chief-justice  and  eight  associate  justices,  the  attorney-general,  a 
reporter,  and  a  clerk.  The  court  is  held  at  Washington,  and  has  one  ses- 
sion annually.  Circuit  courts  are  held  by  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court 
conjointly  with  the  judge  of  the  district  in  which  the  court  sits.  For 
the  purposes  of  this  court  the  United  States  are  divided  into  nine  judicial 
circuits,  in  each  State  composing  which  a  court  is  held  twice  a  year. 
District  courts  are  held  by  district  judges  alone.  Each  State  is  one  or 
more  districts  for  the  purpose  of  holding  these  courts.  There  are  also 
territorial  courts,  which  are  temporary,  and  lose  that  character  when- 
ever a  Territory  becomes  a  State.  Each  district  has  a,  clerk,  public 
attorney,  and  marshal.  The  clerks  are  chosen  by  the  court;  but  aP 
judges  and  other  officers  are  appointed  by  the  President.

— making  a  total  coinage  valued  at  $33,892,301.  The  total  coinage  from 
1793  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  1850,  amounted  to  $195,074,710  92, 
of  which  $117,330,935  was  gold  coin;  $77,447,564  90  was  silver  coin, 
and  $1,296,211  02  copper  coin.  The  estimated  amount  of  specie  in  the 
country  in  1851  was  $186,000,000.  of  which  $138,000,000  was  in  cir- 
jculation,  and  $48,000,000  in  banks.  In  1854  the  amount  in  circulation 
[was  estimated  at  $181,000,000,  and  the  deposits  in  bank  at  $60,000,000. 
The  gold  regions  of  the  United  States  are  two:  the  Appalachian  gold 
field  and  the  Sierra  Nevada  gold  field.  Previous  to  the  discovery  of  the 
atter,  all  the  gold  deposited  in  the  mint  was  taken  from  the  fields  on  the 
eastern  base  of  the  Appalachian  chain,  in  Virginia,  North  and  South 
Carolina,  Georgia,  etc.,  and  amounted  only  to  $12,808,575.  Since  that 
period,  to  the  end  of  1853,  the  deposits  were  as  follows :

From  these  exhibits  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  total  amount  deposited 
since  1804.  viz.,  $224,392,334,  or  since  1847,  viz.,  $211,583,759,  Cali- 
fornia alone  has  deposited  $207,319,177.  These  sums,  however,  do  not 
represent  the  full  production  of  the  United  States  mines,  since  large 
quantities,  probably  20  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  is  exported  as  bullion,  lias 
been  manufactured,  or  remains  in  the  hands  of  individuals.  Mr.  Whit- 
ney, in  his  "  Metallic  Wealth  of  the  United  States,"  estimates  the  total 
gold  produced  in  California  alone,  to  the  end  of  1853,  at  $260,000,000. 

Army  and  Navy. — The  United  States  army  in  1850  consisted  of  1  corps  of 
engineers  and  1  of  topographical  engineers,  2  regiments  of  dragoons,  1  of 
mounted  riflemen,  4  of  artillery,  and  8  of  infantry — together  numbering 
10,334,  of  which  889  were  commissioned  officers.  The  militia,  at  the 
same  date,  numbered  2,006,456  men  of  all  arms,  of  which  72,938  were 
commissioned  officers.  The  navy  comprised  11  ships  of  the  line — 1  car- 
rying 120,  and  10,  74  guns  each;  1  frigate  of  54  guns;  12  first-class 
frigates  of  44  guns  each;  2  second-class  frigates  of  36  guns  each;  21 
sloops  of  war,  viz.,  16  of  20,  1  of  18,  and  4  of  16  guns  each ;  4  brigs  of 
10  guns  each;  3  schooners,  1  of  2,  and  2  of  1  gun  each;  5  steam  frig- 
ates, carrying  from  6  to  10  guns  each;  3  first-class  steamers  of  from  1 
to  4  guns  each  ;  7  small  steamers,  carrying  from  1  to  7  guns  each  ;  and 
5  store-ships  of  4  to  6  guns  each.  This  fleet  is  divided  into  six  squad- 
rons, viz.,  the  Home.  Brazil,  Pacific,  Mediterranean,  African,  and  East 
Indian.  Connected  with  the  army  there  were  two  national  armories,  viz., 
at  Springfield,  Mass.,  and  Harper's  Ferry,  Va.,  25  arsenals,  and  102 
military  posts,  forts,  etc. ;  and  at  West  Point,  on  the  Hudson  River, 
there  is  a  military  academy  for  the  education  of  cadets.  Connected 
-with  the  navy  there  are  navy  yards  at  Portsmouth,  Va. ;  Boston,  Mass.  ; 
New  York,  JV.  Y. ;  Philadelphia,  Pa.;  Washington,  D.  C. ;  Norfolk, 
Va. ;  Pensacola,  Fla. ;  and  Memphis,  Tenn. ;  a  naval  asylum  at  Phil- 
adelphia, and  a  naval  academy  at  Annapolis,  Md.  The  marine  corps 
is  organized  as  a  brigade,  and  consists  of  about  1,100  men,  of  which  60 
are  commissioned  officers. 

Religion. — In  the  United  States  there  is  no  church  establishment :  every 
one  worships  his  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  his  conscience.  In 
1850  there  were  38,183  buildings  used  as  places  of  religious  worship, 
capable  of  seating  14,270,130  persons,  and  valued,  together  with  their 
adjacent  lands  and  possessions,  at  $87,446,371.  The  number  of  regular 
clergymen  was  26,842,  to  which  if  those  performing  occasional  clerical 
duties  be  added,  the  number  will  be  swelled  to  30,000.

Of  the  free  population,  over  20  years  of  age,  1,053,420  persons  were 
unable  1o  read  and  write,  viz.,  962.898  whites — males  389,664,  and 
females  573,234;  and  free  colored,  90,522 — males  40.722,  and  females 
49,800.     Of  these  195,114  were  foreign,  and  858,306  native  born. 

Periodical  Press. — The  whole  number  of  periodicals  and  newspapers 
issued  in  the  United  States  in  1850  was  2,526,  circulating  annually 
426,409,978  copies.  Of  these  254  were  daily,  circulating  235,119,966 
copies;  115  tri-weekly,  circulating  11,811,140  copies;  31  semi-weekly, 
circulating  5,565,176  copies;  1,902  weekly,  circulating  153,120.708 
copies;  95  monthly,  circulating  1 1,703, 480  copies  ;  100  semi-monthly, 
circulating  8,887,808  copies;  and  19  quarterly,  circulating  103,500 
copies  annually.  With  respect  to  the  character  of  these  issues,  568 
were  literary  and  miscellaneous,  circulating  annually  77,877.276  copies  ; 
83  neutral  and  independent,  circulating  88.023,953  copies  ;  1,630  politi- 
cal or  partisan,  circulating  221,844,133  copies  ;  191  religious,  circulating 
33,645,484  copies;  and  53  scientific,  circulating  4,803,932  copies. 

Libraries. — The  whole  number  of  libraries,  other  than  private,  returned 
in  the  census  of  1850  was  15,615,  containing  an  aggregate  of  4.636,411 
volumes.  Of  these  1,217,  with  1,446,015  volumes,  were  public  libra- 
ries; 12,067,  with  1,647,404  volumes,  belonged  to  public  schools  ;  1,988, 
with  542,321  volumes,  to  Sunday  schools;  213,  with  942,321  volumes, 
to  colleges;  and  130,  with  58,350  volumes,  to  churches.  These  returns 
no  doubt  underrate  greatly  both  the  number  of  libraries  and  the  volumes 
contained  therein.  Of  the  number  given,  198  libraries  had  between 
1,000  and  5,000  volumes;  175  between  5,000  and  10,000;  43  between 
10.000  and  20.000  ;  11  between  20,000  and  50,000;  and  5  had  50.000 
•and  upward,  viz.,  the  library  of  Harvard  University,  84,200  ;  the  Phil- 
adelphia Library,  60,000;  that  of  Yale  College,  50,481  ;  the  library  of 
the  United  States  Congress,  50,000 ;  and  that  of  the  Boston  Athenaeum, 
50,000  volumes. 

Pauperism.- — The  whole  number  of  paupers  supported  in  whole  or  part 
within  the  year  ending  1st  June,  1850,  was  134,972,  of  whom  66,434 
were  natives,  and  68,538  foreigners.  The  total  cost  had  been  $2,954,806. 
The  number  of  paupers  at  the  date  specified  was  50,355,  of  whom  36,916 
were  natives,  and  13,437  foreigners. 

Crime. — The  whole  number  of  criminals  convicted  in  the  year  was  26,679, 


of  which  12,989  were  natives,  and  13,690  foreigners.     The  number  o. 
convicts  remaining  in  prison  on  the  1st  June,  1850,  was  6,737,  of  which 
4,351  were  natives,  and  2,386  foreigners.

History. — A  few  historical  facts  concerning  the  formation  of  the  original 
United  States  of  America,  and  the  admission  of  new  States  into  that 
Union,  may  be  appropriately  introduced  in  this  connection. 

On  Monday,  the  5th  September.  1774,  there  was  assembled  in  Carpen- 
ter's Hall,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  a  number  of  delegates  who  had 
been  chosen  and  appointed  by  the  several  English  colonies  in  North 
America  to  hold  a  Congress,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  certain  griev- 
ances imputed  against  the  king  and  his  officials.  This  Congress  resolved 
on  the  next  day  that  each  colony  should  have  one  vote  only. 

On  Tuesday,  July  2d,  1776,  the  Congress  resolved,  "  That  these  united 
colonies  are  and  of  right  ought  to  be  free  and  independent  states,"  etc. ; 
and  on  Thursday,  the  4th  July,  the  whole  Declaration  of  Independence 
having  been  agreed  upon,  it  was  publicly  read  to  the  people.  Shortly 
after,  on  the  9th  September,  it  was  resolved  that  the  words  lt  United 
Colonies"  should  be  no  longer  used,  and  that  the  "United  States  ol 
America"  should  thenceforward  be  the  style  and  title  of  the  Union. 

On  Saturday,  the  15th  November,  1777,  "Articles  of  Confederation 
and  Perpetual  Union  of  the  United  States  of  America"  were  agreed  upon 
by  the  State  delegates,  subject  to  the  ratification  of  the  State  legislatures 
severally.  Eight  of  the  States  had  ratified  these  articles  by  the  9th  July, 
1778;  one  did  so  on  the  21st  July;  one  on  the  24th  July;  one  on  the 
26th  November  of  the  same  year;  one  on  the  22d  February,  1779,  and 
the  last  one  on  the  1st  March,  1781.  Here  was  a  bond  of  union  among 
thirteen  independent  States,  whose  delegates  in  Congress  legislated  for 
the  general  welfare,  and  executed  certain  powers,  so  far  as  they  were 
permitted  by  the  articles  aforesaid.  The  war  of  the  Revolution  was 
closed  in  1783,  and  thus  the  Union,  which  hitherto  had  existed  only  de 
facto,  now  became  a  government  de  jure. 

On  the  4th  March,  1789,  the  present  constitution,  wi.ich  had  been 
adopted  in  a  convention,  and  ratified  by  the  requisite  number  of  States, 
went  into  operation.  The  dates  at  which  the  Slate  legislatures  ratified 
this  instrument  were:  Delaware,  7th  Dec,  1787;  Pennsylvania,  12th 
Dec.,  1787  ;  New  Jersey,  18th  Dec.,  1787  ;  Georgia,  2d  Jan.,  1788  ;  Con- 
necticut, 9th  Jan.,  1788  ;  Massachusetts,  2d  Feb.,  1788;  Maryland,  28th 
April,  .1788;  South  Carolina,  23d  May,  1788;  New  Hampshire,  21st 
June,  1788;  Virginia,  26th  June,  1788;  New  York,  26th  July,  1788; 
North  Carolina,  21st  March,  1789  ;  and  Rhode  Island,  29th  May,  1790. 

The  privilege  of  becoming  members  of  the  Union  by  ratifying  the  con- 
stitution was  confined  to  those  States  that  were  parties  to  the  confedera- 
tion by  which  the  constitution  had  been  framed.  This  constitution  had 
been  adopted  by  the  convention  on  the  17th  day  of  September,  1787.  It 
required  that  nine  States  should  ratify  it  before  its  provisions  could  go 
into  effect.  On  the  13th  of  September,  1788,  Congress  determined  that, 
as  a  sufficient  number  of  States  had  complied  with  this  reservation — 
eleven  having  done  so,  it  should  become  operative  on  the  first  Wednes- 
day (the  4th)  of  March,  1789.  North  Carolina  and  Rhode  Island  had 
not  yet  given  it  sanction ;  but  as  soon  as  they  had  acceded  to  it,  they 
were  admitted  to  a  participation  of  its  benefits. 

Since  the  period  of  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  eighteen  new  States 
have  been  admitted  into  the  Union.  These  are  as  follows  :  Vermont, 
4th  March,  1792;  Kentucky,  1st  June,  1792;  Tennessee.  1st  June,  1796  •
